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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

1. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

2. Clalnns 3-5 and 15-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 as set forth in the 
previous Office Action mailed out on 10/13/05. 

3. Claims 21-29 contain allowable subject matter over the prior art of record. 

Response to Arguments 

4. Applicant's arguments filed 12/28/05 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

Applicant argues that the claimed invention recites a computer readable medium 
encoded with a data structure defines structural and functional interrelationships 
between the data structure and the computer software and hardware components which 
permit the data functionality to be realized. 

Examiner notes that the claimed invention merely claims nonfunctional 
descriptive material stored in a computer-readable medium. And it is to be noted that 
data structures not claimed as embodied in computer-readable media are descriptive 
material per se and are not statutory because they are neither physical "things" nor 
statutory processes. See, e.g. Warmerdam, 33 F.3d at 1361, 31 USPQ2d at 1760 
(claim to a data structure per se held nonstatutory) and merelv claiming nonfunctional 
descriptive material stored in a computer-readable medium does not make it statutory. 
See MPEP2106.IV.B.1.
